What Is Its Purpose —

_ The letters FEPC are now widely used to 
describe or identify a plan for legalized com- 
pulsory action to force’a so-called “fair employ- 
ment practice” hiring program upon en 
(both public and private). 
This movement was initiated in the spirit 


of the New Deal under President Roosevelt who |Y7 


~ established what was known as the PreSident’s 
"-“Fair “Employment Practice Committee.” “It 
functioned. from 1943 until 1946 under the 
chairmanship of Malcolm Ross who frankly ad- 
mitted it was “the most hated agency in Wash- 
ington.” Its tactics were investigated by a 
Congressional committee and it was called “dic- 
tatorial” (and other names) -by Congressmen: 
The minority groups who had experienced great 
personal power advantage through this new 
° instrument of government compulsion soon be- 
gan to.move to recreate this institution of force 
- @S a permanent tool. 

In this sibiestiey ancl 
substantial political tai be was é pasage of the 
Ives-Quinn bill in New York tide atcitnenene 
effective as law July 1, 1945. This was an FEPC 
law against discrimination, making every em- 
ployer in the state of New York subject to high 
penalty for attempting in any way to show pref- 
erence for employes on the basis of race, creed, 
color or national origin (including ancestry). 

This bill had the backing of Governor Dew- 
ey who would by it be given the power to ap- 
point a five man Commission (to enforce it) and 
would be able to add to his state bureaucracy a 
large number of “investigators” to check up on 
employers against whom any disgruntled appli- 
cant might file a complaint. Any astute politi- 
cian would easily recognize such a law as an ex- 
cellent instrument through which a Governor 
could cultivate the good will of “minority blocs.” 

Mr, Dewey, it was widely assumed by keen 
observers, was not unconscious of an irresistible 
ambition to be elected President in 1948. He 
knew, of course, that New York’s 47 electoral 
votes are considered strategically necessary 
for any winning candidate. Mr. Dewey, well ac- 
quainted with the political situation in New 
York, knew that the BALANCE OF POWER 
VOTE BLOC in that state (estimated at more 
than three million co-racials) would regard the” 
pasage of the Ives-Quinn law with high favor. 
Mr. Dewey’s choice of the five Commissioners 
seemed to reflect his consciousness of what these 
appointments would mean—politically. This 
was further emphasized by the kind of “inves- 
tigators” who were hired to spy on emplowers. 
It is not unfitting to mention here that in addi- 
tion to Governor Dewey, another political bene- 
ficiary of this FEPC class-law was its legislative 
sponsor—Mr. Irving M. Ives. He was soon elect- 
ed to the United States Senate. 

This “Ives-Quinn” law (New York State 
Law Against Discrimination) is important to 
consider here because: (1) It shows a design of 
strategy and victory for the new power groups 
so rapidly rising in America; and (2) It is now 
serving as a pattern for laws that are being 
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pushed for pasage in city councils and state leg- 
islatures all over the country. An examination 
of each case will disclose that the same upsurg- 
ing minority bloc that pressured through the 
Ives-Quinn act in New York is active in the 
background of this whole picture in a way that 
clearly indicates coordination and machination 
on a nationwide scale. This is not a statement 
to reflect on anyone. It is purely a matter of 
reporting the facts as we have found them. It 
is a tradition in America that important nation 
al issues shall be examined openly and frankly. 

SUCH LAWS SERVE COMMUNISTS 
WELL. The New York “anti-discrimination” 
(FEPC) law makes it AN UNLAWFUL EM- 

PLOYMENT PRACTICE (Sec. 131) for an 
employer, because of race, creed, color, or na- 
tional] origin of an applicant: (1) to refuse to 
hire or employ that person; (2) to discharge 
or bar from employment for: the same reasons; 
(3) to discriminate against a worker in compen- 
sation and in terms, conditions or privileges of 
employment on such basis—etc. It is likewise 
unlawful for anyone (employment agency, 
friend, or others) to cofadorate with an em- 
ployer to help select an employe on any basis of 
such preference as stated. % 

After this New York FEPC law was pass- 
ed, a racial pandering Communist-front, ‘Na- 
tional Federation for Constitutional Liberties,” 
published and widely distributed a little 64- 
page book describing in illuStrated detail the 
new “rights” for so-called minority individuals 
—and just how employers could be reported 
and penalized under this law. The book was 
prepared by A. J. Isserman who, with Nathan

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Appointment of 
Dean Acheson

In our previous studies of Mr. Acheson’s 
background, it was learned that his governmen- 
tal career, as a protege of Justice Felix Frank- 
furter, has been marvelously. adapted to the de- 
velopment and growth of what has been desig- 
nated as an “International New Deal” or just 
plain “world. government” of some sort or an- 
other, has also been known by such euphem- 
isms as the “area of freedom’’ which was the 
slogan publicized by: Mr. Russell Davenport of 
the TIME-LIFE-FORTUNE axis when he was 
first telling us in his own words of the “young 
and International party” that was even 
then, according to,him, preparing “to do politi- 
cal battle for a future world.” It is‘our belief 
that Mr, AcheSon is playing an important role 
in the piece regardless of whether he knows it. 


Opens the Door to Nogrin 

Mr. Acheson took over the post vacated 
by Mr, Grew on August 16, 1945. Just a few 
months later, on December 15, 1945, he re- 
ceived Dr. Juan Negrin, the last Premiere of 
the red Spanish so-called Republic, for an in- 
formal conversation at the State Department. 
According to a NEW YORK TIMES article: 

“... It was the first time since the Spanish 
Republican Government had had an ambassador 
here in 1939 that a top-ranking State Depart- 
met official had talked with a leader of ‘the 
Spanish Republican movement.” (“New York 
Times,” December 16, 1945.) 

The embracing of the reds by the State 
Department after the working over its own per- 
sonnel had received following the demands of 
the left-wing publications, was not limited to 
Dr. Negrin: According to Rep. Schafer, in a 
speech from which we have already quoted: 

“The fruits of this change were far reach- 
ing. We proceeded immediately to become em- 
broiled-with Argentina and to alienate the Latin- 
American countries which had stood by us so 
loyally throughout the recent war and through- 
out the United Nations Conference. We prac- 
tically torpedoed the good neighbor policy by 
calling off the Rio de Janeiro conference with- 
out consulting our Latin-American neighbors. 
In the meantime, the Soviet Foreign Office was 
reaping a harvest by establishing new ties 
throughout Latin America. It is not without 
significance to point out in this connection that 
the Communist Party of Ecuador has blocked 
the granting of aviation bases to American in- 
terests, that the Communist Parties of Argen- 
tina and Brazil have been legalized, and that our 
attack on Peron has been repudiated by the Ar- 
gentinian people.” (“Congressional Record,” 
November 6, 1945, page A5092, emphasis add-

Gullible Christians think they are manifest- 
ing a spirit of brotherly love by such fellowship 
with unbelievers when actually they &’re deny- 
ing their Lord and Saviour who denounced those 
who rejected Him as being of their father the 
Devil.

Galileans (i..e., Benjamin, a tribe in Israel) were 
Christianized. It was from among the Galileans 
“that Jesus chose His distiples, except one, Judas, 
Who betrayed ‘Him. “This broke forever the 
Words of friendship that had existed between 
the Benjamintes andthe Jews before the Jews 
crucified our Lord. The breach can only ‘be 
healed when the Jews cease their present sub- 
versive acts and endeavors to destroy Christian- 
ity, and instead accept the Saviourhood of Jesus 
Christ whom they must first recognize as the 
Messiah. 

Modernists, poSing as Christians, but who 
are actually wolves in sheeps’ clothing, have re- 
jected Jesus Christ, the Saviour,.and His ‘atone- 
ment, today spearhead the movement to perpet- 
uate the false doctrine of the Fatherhood of God 
and the brotherhood of man.

Medical Non-Care 
Released by George Peck 
THE AMERICAN WAY 


In a previous article I pointed out that 
“Free Medicine” has proven to be “Expensive 
Medicine” in Germany. Let’s now take a peek 
at what has transpired in New Zealand, which 
country in 1939 made the sad mistake of launch- 
ing a program of compulsory health insurance. 

Since 1939 the New Zealand Government 
has brought under its control by nationalization, 
the banks, dental profession, chemists, mas- 
seurs, National Airways, and many other form- 
erly private businesses and professions. This 
serves to prove that the regimentation of its 
medical profession was but the entering wedge, 
part of a carefully calculated plan of the “Left- 
wingers” to socialize completely New Zealand’s 
economy. There is no reason to doubt that the 
proponents of “Free Medicine” here nave in 
mind the eventual complete socialization of the 
United States. : 

‘In propoganda used by the sponsors of the 
New Zealand law, the word “free” was used in 
many instances. For example, it was stated 
that the act would provide pharmaceutical bene- 
fits “free of any cost to the patient,” and State 
hospital benefits “free of cost to the patient.” 
The tax deductions and other expenses were not 
mentioned. Today Social Security expenditures 
equal $60 per person per year, or approximately 
one-fourth of the Government’s total income. 

Does this ‘“Free-For-$60-Per-Year” pro- 
gram give the New Zealander adequate medical 
care? ‘Not by a jugful. A New Zealander is 
required to pay a considerable fee in addition to 
that paid by the government to achieve that 
goal. 

Are hospital benefits “Free” in New Zea- 
land as promised? They arenot. Private hos- 
pital charges are subsidized by the government 
up to $2 per day during a périod of hospitaliza- 
tion and any charges over that are paid by the 
patient. 

Are the services of physicians “Free” in 
New Zealand? Yes, if a specialist is not needed. 
The doctors are paid in acordance with a pre- 
scribed fee schedule. 

Are pharmaceutical benefits “Free” to New 
Zealanders? Yes, if the product is on a very 
timited tist of trade-mark products, étherwise 
the patient has to pay. Most of the desired 











products are not on the list. 

Are New Zealanders under this “Free” plan 
getting the proper medical attention. No! Per- 
sons with minor ills or fancied ailments keep 
the dectors so infernally busy that they have 
time to give only superficial examinations to the 
genuinely sick. . 

Why does a New Zealander get so little for 
the $60 per year he is taxed for medical care? 
The answer is simple. Because the greater part 
of this $60 is absorbed in the cost of administra- 
tion. An army of civilian servants is engaged 
full time in routine work, checking claims and 
making payments to doctors. 

Of course, this medical plan is costing New 
Zealand more per year than was anticipated— 
actually almost six times as much. There is 
nothing strange about that, such is always the 
case. 

All the evidence proves that “Free Medi- 
cine” is not “Free” in New Zeaiand. It is darned 
expensive and awfully darned inefficient, just as 
it is in every country that has embarked on such 
a Utopian scheme. We do not want that kind 
of medical care, or to be more factual, medical 
non-care, in the United States. If you agree, 
won’t you write your Congressman and Senat- 
ors to vote “No” on House Bill H.R. 783 and its 
companion bill Senate 5, which would provide, 
among other things, a compulsory health in- 
surance program to be financed by the collection 
of a 6% payroll tax on salaries of $3,600 and 
under—3< to be paid by the employee and the 
same amount by the employer?

Protects Sam Carp 


In September, 1945, the very month follow- 
ing Mr. Acheson’s appointment to Mr- Grew’s 
post, the House Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee called Mr. Sam Carp of Bridgeport, in 
an attempt to get to the bottom of Mr. Carp’s 
financial activities on behalf of Russia. 

Mr. Carp who is Molotov’s brother-in-law, 
appears to have been commissioned to spend 
either $200,000,000 or $300,000,000 for Ameri- 
can equipment. The exact amount was never 
learned. For these services it seems that Mr. 
Carp was to receive either two or three percent 
of the money going through his hands as his 
commission. His memory failed him regarding 
the correct percentage. He could not remember 
whether his commission would have amounted 
to $9,000,000 or $4,000,000 on the deal. A dis- 
crepancy of $5,000,000 in the amount of the 
commission to be received as an agent for a for- 
eign power is quite a phenomenon. However, 
in Mr. Carp’s case, this inability to remember 
was not an isolated incident begause he had 
also forgotten to register as an agent for a for- 
eign power. It seems that Mr. Carp had been 
picked up with a group of New York commun- 
ists that included a couple of those now on trial 
in New York City. 

The House Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities never got very far with Mr. Carp, how- 
ever, because before they got a very good start 
looking into his case, they were stopped dead in 
their tracks by a call from Acheson’s office in 
the State Départment- 

In the meantime, while Carp who admitted 
having hundreds of millions of dollars of for- 
eign money at his disposal was being protected, 
native Americans who were spending their own 
nickels and dimes in an effort to awaken their 
countrymen to the. dangers threatening our 
country, emanating from the foreign power 
that was hiring Carp, were still facing the haz- 
ards of prosecution which, if successful, would 
deprive them of their liberty.

the description given Felix Frankfurter in a

In 1934 Simon and Schuster published a 
book entitled, “The New Dealers.” In Chapter 
40-of this book captioned, “Privy Councillors,” 
the book’s author stated that Roosevelt’s politi- 


cal Privy Council was built around four men: 
Justice Louis Dembitz Brandies, Adolf Augus- 
tus Berle, Jr., Proffessor Felix Frankfurter and 
Professor Raymond Moley: Only one of the 
original horsemen remains. Prof. Frankrurter 
3.3 now Justice Frankfurter of the United States 
e Court. 
On eae to “The New Dealers,” Justice 
Brandies had no direct outlet for his social and 
economic convictions but exercised his influence 
via “remote control.” The vehicle for this in- 
fluence was a group of young lawyers in the ad- 
- ministration who had formerly served as secre- | 
taries to his good firend Justice Holmes and 
timself. Having come from Harvard Law 
School, these young lawyers projected the ideas 
and influence of Justice Brandies and Professor 
Frankfurter. : 

The way all this came about was that for 
many years Professor Frankfurter picked Har- 
vard Law School graduates to be assigned to 
both Holmes and Brandies as their secretaries. 
Some of these former graduates who haye since 
maved from their secretary assignments to im- 
portant posts in the New Deal Administration 
jncluded, acording to “The New Dealers”: Dean 
G. Acheson, James M: Landis, William Suther- 
jand, Paul Freund, Thomas G. Corcoran, Lloyd 
Landau, Donald Hiss and Alger Hiss. 

Justice Frankfurter is not forced to oper- 
ate under the same limitations as his predeces- 
sor, at least, as far as the State Department is 
now concerned. His contact is more direct. 
We have been told on numerous occasions by 
the press that the only break each morning in

Takes Personal Charge of 
Atlantic Pact Negotiations 
Early in February it- was announced that 
the new Secretary of State Dean Acheson took 
personal charge of the Atlantic Pact Treaty ne- 
gotiations. This all fits in and is a part of the 
current phase of the “Great Design.” Presi- 
dent Truman, however, has given it a new name. 
What we first referred to as the International 
New Deal, many years ago, Mr. Truman is now 
calling a “Global Fair Deal.” He is said to have 
told a news conference in Washington that he 
had been considering the “global fair deal” plan 


than two years. According to Rotber G. Nixon 
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of the International.News Service staff, Mr- 
Truman stated that the idea of the “global fair 
deal” plan “originated with his ‘Truman Doc- 
trine,’ laid down two years ago to bolster Greece 
and Turkey against aggressive communism.” 
Continuing from the news item: “ 

“Truman said that throughout the next 
four years his administration will seek to im- 
plement the world abundance program. 

“The President said-he has asked Secre- 
tary of State Acheson and heads of several 

other government departments to act as a 
committee for extensive study of his proposal. 

“Truman made it clear that he hopes his 
‘bold new program’ ultimately will take up 
where the Marshall Plan of European recovery - 
leaves off. (“New York Journal: American,” 
January 27, 1949, underscoring added. 

It thus appears that Mr. Acheson has been 
too close to both the planners and the plans 
comprising the substance of the International 
New Deal to be left out when they were look- 
ing for a new Secretary of State. His appoint- 
ment would probably have been shoved through 
regardless of his attitude towards the reds in 
the State Department. 

From Frankfurter to Brandies to Rosevelt 
describes the-transition of his political philoso- 
phy. It was inevitable that he would sooner 
or later find acceptable the Fabian concept in 
its application toward economic affairs.
